XW8 LAOS 

The BiG news this week is big indeed! Laos is 
on the air!!f And the news from Europe indicates 
that the Hungarian operators wiil be on their way 
to Laos soon. This information was received from 
our news sources just two days before going to 
press. 

Yoshi, JAIUT, who is in Vientiane, Laos reports 
that XW8KPL is on the air! XW8KPL is the club 
station of the KHAO SAN PATHET LAO news 
agency in Vientiane. According to Yoshi, the 
station will be active on the HF bands, including 
the WARC bands. 

XW8KPL is getting on the air with the assistance 
of a group of Japanese operators, the same 
group that assisted XUISS six years ago. The 
operators of XW8KPL do not have amateur radio 
experience, but are professional operators who 
work for the news agency. Reportedly, JAIUT, 
was to act only as a teacher and not operate, but 
according to the Japanese operators who have 
been working XW8KPL, the operator speaks 
Japanese. 

First U.S. reports put XW8KPL on 14007 kHz at 
0150 UTC. The operator was very slow, but 
workable. Japanese operators report him on 
21286 kHz at 0600 UTC. 

A group of Japanese operators may be allowed 
to operate during December or January.

310, Vientiane, Peopie’s Democratic Republic of 
Laos.

NK5K and WW5L] 


3CO PAGALU ISLAND 

Erik, SMOAGD, is on schedule and should be 
active from Pagalu Island {formerly known as 
Annobon fsland) now. He told G4DYO that he 
would be signing 3COGD, but activity by a 
station signing 3COAGD has already been 
reported.
